@ Chore of the month for poultrymen, 
thinks Albert Witheld, Orange county, 
N. Y., is getting the brooder house ready. 
Mr. Witfield writes: 

“Sweep down the walls, take out the 
windows, replace broken glass, putty the 
loose panes. Scrape droppings off the 
floor, nail loose boards, paint the entire 
house inside with a good disinfectant. 

“If your brooder house is the permanent 
type, spread a load of cinders in front of 
the house on the chick run. It will make 
the run drier and the chicks won’t be able 
to pick up worms so readily. 

“Collect water fountains (you will 
probably find one or two in the cellar, 
the rest will be anywhere on the farm); 
the little mash hoppers, too. Scrape and 
wash them all and put them in a corner 
of the brooder house where you will have 
them when the chicks arrive. 

“It would pay to invest a few dollars 
and insulate your house for early chicks. 
It will make your chicks more comtort- 
able and save on the fuel bill.”

The aim of security 
legislation, or social insurance (as it is 
often called), is to provide at least a 
minimum of income to wage-earners 
when deprived of the regular receipt of 
wages. Such laws are based on the in- 
herent insecurity of the wage-earner in 
industry. Propertyless and landless, he 
has little upon which to fall back when 
wages fail. 

We are all familiar with the accident 
compensation laws, in effect in all but 
two states. These compensate the work- 
man for wage-loss when he is injured,

In such legislation a strong motive 
of social self-protection prevails; to wit, 
to keep such workers and their families 
from being driven below the poverty 
line and thence upon the public for 
relief. The objectives of the Social Se- 
curity Act are similar—to obtain for 
wage-earners a like certainty of income 
in times of unemployment, and in old 
age. 
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In a very broad sense, all such statutes 
represent the application of the insur- 
ance principle to wage-earners’ risks.

Unemployment Not Well 
Understood 


ONSIDER that the extent of un- 
emp'oyment is unknown, and that 
its causes are not fully understood, even 


by experts. The old-age problem in a 


country of such diversity of sectional 
development, of difference ot racial 
groups, and range of personal earning 


capacities is similarly complex. 

Let us examine what is_ proposed. 
Specifical!y, the Act does not itself estab 
lish unemployment compensation or in 
surance. Its idea is to force each state 
to provide it. 

The device utilized is the imposition 
of a federal excise tax on payrolls. The 
tax applies to all employers of eight or 
more persons, it begins at one per cent 
in 1935, and by 1939 reaches three per 
cent. Certain designated groups, includ- 
ing agricultural and domestic workers, 
sailors and some others are excluded. 
The Federal Government will allow 
credit up to ninety per cent of this 
tax for payment by an employer into 
an unemployment fund established by 
his own state. To keep such money 
at home, the states are expected to estab- 
lish unemployment compensation _ sys- 
tems, and sixteen states have already 
done so. 


Double Program for Old Age 
WO SEPARATE federal programs 


tackle the problem of old age. Be- 
ginning in 1937, employers and em- 
ployes (exclusive of about the same 
groups as above), will each be taxed one 
per cent of wages. The tax is gradually 
increased up to 1949, and thereafter each 
will then pay three per cent. Benefits 
will be paid, beginning in 1942, to per- 
sons over sixty-five, ranging from $10 
to $85 a month. The amount is cal- 
culated for each individual on the basis 
of total wages received after payments 
begin for him, excluding all amounts 
earned above $3000 a year. This pro- 
gram is to be conducted exclusively by 
Federal agencies. It is called the annuity 
system. 
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Under the second system, which be- 
gins at once, the Federal government 
agrees to match dollar for dollar for the 
operating a

suitable old-age relief system up to $15 
per month for each old person. This 
provision merely encourages the develop- 


ment ol those old age pension programs 


which now exist in most of the states. 


This is called old age assistance and 
is to be met out of general taxation.

should be noted carefully. The 


grams 
first establishes a right to which persons 
on reaching age sixty-five may lay claim 
because of contributions paid in. The 
latter is likely to be by way of a charity, 
for the receipt of which need, the lack 
of children support, must be 
proven. 

Such are the major provisions. Other 
portions of the Act provide federal aid 
and allotments to the states for mothers’ 
pensions, for the blind, voca- 
tional rehabilitation, crippled children, 
maternal health, dependent children, and 
public health. 

The vast scope of the law, in general, 
may be judged from the fact that we are 
now engaged in gathering the records

An army of public officials both state 
and federal will be required to administer 
this law. 

In the absence of general civil service 
requirements, some interesting political 
possibilities appear here. 


Huge Burden on—Who? 
| ro SHOULD farmers regard it? 


To begin with, the prospective 
taxation burden is awe-inspiring. When 
we contemplate a nine per cent tax on 
all payrolls (six for old-age annuities, 
three for unemployment insurance) for 
more than twenty million persons, we 
perceive the immensity of the project. 
Still further funds must be raised by 
federal and state governments for the 
old age assistance, and the other types 
of social services provided for in the law. 
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"I can’t help it, honey, you said I had to 
have a job, and I did try to get the day off.” 
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As the latter depend largely on the 
willingness of the states to proceed with 
such plans, the total cannot be estimated. 
The total amounts collected each year 
may, however, approximate the ordinary 
costs of the Federal Government. 

Who will pay all these taxes? The 
three per cent tax on the wage-earners 
will be paid by them. For the tax on 
employers the answer is not easy; it will 
affect different industries differently. 
But it is certain that so far as the pay- 
roll taxes go, they will, as far as possible, 
be shifted to labor and to the consumer. 

All students agree that consumers, who 
are largely the workers themselves, will 
in fact bear the great part of the burden. 
Farmers and farm workers, while ex- 
cluded from both the direct burdens and 
the benefits, cannot their share 
of the costs of these direct payroll taxes 
in the prices of goods they buy. 

The exclusion of agricultural workers 
from the old age and unemployment in- 
surance programs was doubtless decided 
upon because of the great initial difficulty 
of putting so extensive a program into

Farm Prices—Costs—Incomes 
Op THE other hand, what will be the 


effects of collecting, impounding, 
and re-expending such huge sums upon 
business conditions, prices, purchasing 
power and volume of employment, time 
alone can tell. That with the slow in- 
crease in the tax items, the cost of many 
and important commodities bought by 
farmers will be considerably affected 
seems to be certain. 

Unemployment compensation, taken 
by itself, is hotly controversial. No una- 
nimity exists among students in_ this 
country as to its desirability in any event. 

Many sincere persons brand it as un- 
workable. They point to the English 
difficulties, which have been great. Un- 
employment insurance, they say, subsi- 
dizes idleness, interferes with the move- 
ment of labor from place to place, and 
discourages necessary wage-adjustments. 
There is truth in these charges. 

Even among advocates no agreement 
exists as to details of a sound system, and 
we already have state laws differing 
radically in principle. While they recog- 
nize these problems, most authorities, in- 
cluding many business leaders, recognize 
that the unemployment issue must be 
met by some form of unemployment 
compensation. 

To them it is not a matter of no law 
at all, but merely that of framing a sane 
and workable statute. That, in general, 
is the attitude of the American people 
today. .

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SOMEWHERE in 

SO China, near the border of 
Kekeee Tibet, a missionary found 
growing, some years ago, a new type of 
marigold that was devoid of any odor in

the foliage. This man, who lived thirteen 
days beyond the end of a railroad, sent 
seed of this plant to a well-known Ameri- 
can seed firm in 1933. 

Thus begins the story of the winner of 
the gold medal in this year’s flower seed 
selection contest conducted by the Ameri- 
can Seed Trade Association. 

When the new marigold was first 
lanted out, it proved to be scrawny, late 
‘looming, small and without much vigor. 
sut it was entirely lacking in that rank 
odor which some gardeners find so dis- 
in the leaves of the marigold

A Marigold Without Odor 


WO other new marigolds of recent 

years, Guinea Gold and Yellow 
Supreme, were clear of odor, as far as the 
flower was concerned, but their leaves 
smell just like all marigolds. 

So with these plants as a foundation, 
this firm went to work to produce a mari- 
gold without odor either in leaves or 
flower. It was the familiar process of 
crossing, of growing many seedlings, of 
selecting out the best and beginning over 
again. By 1935 a new marigold had de- 
veloped with its qualities apparently fixed 
so that it comes true from seed. 

This new marigold, now named Crown 
of Gold, was entered in the All-America 
tests carried on during the summer of

1°36 by a committee of the American 
Seed Trade Association. These tests are 
conducted at about ten different trial 
grounds in as many different sections of 
the country. Each seed entered is under 
number and is planted at each trial 
ground. 

By mid-summer this past year this new 
marigold was attracting attention every- 
where and it was apparent that it was out- 
standing, surely the best among the more 
than a hundred new annual flowers that 
had been entered. 

I visited three of the trial grounds and 
so of course saw this, along with the 
others. It was no surprise to me nor to 
anyone else who had seen it, when the 
vote of the judges showed that it had 
won the gold medal and as such will head 
the parade of 1937 All-America flowers. 
Seed stocks are believed to be plentiful. 

“Marigold Crown of Gold,” to quote 
the committee’s official description, “is the 
first known marigold with odorless foli- 
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age; the oil sacs on the underside of the 
foliage are entirely lacking. 

“Short, curled, quilled petals make the 
center, with a collar of flat guard petals 
on the outside. The color is orange. The 
two and one-half inch flowers are plenti- 
fully supplied. The plant is spreading, 
grows two and one-half feet tall, has 
sparse foliage and is early flowering.” 


Not Much Foliage 


N other words, the bloom is a different 

type from other marigolds, larger and 
much fuller than the dwarf French mari- 
gold types. Yet it is much smaller than 
the large-flowered types. It doesn’t have 
a great amount of foliage, so that the 
plant itself may not seem so ornamental 
as some other types. But it doesn’t have 
that marigold smell that some folks don’t 
like. 

Three other annuals were given awards 
of merit in the 1936 trials and so will be 
on the 1937 All-America list. Two of 
these I not only saw in the official trials 
but grew myself in my own garden last 
summer. 

On the 1935 All-America list was 
Zinnia Fantasy, a new type with petals

curled and twisted in a peculiar way. 
This came in a mixture, with a range of 
colors. Now for the 1937 list is Zinnia 
Star Dust, a strain of the Fantasy type 
that is a clear golden yellow. It didn’t 
prove to be all of one uniform color, for 
there were some variations and a few off- 
types in the trials and in those I grew. 
But that is a matter that the seedsmen 
will get straightened out. 


Clear Golden Yellow Zinnia 

F you will take my word for it, Zinnia 
Star Dust is a noble flower and worth 
growing in anybody’s garden. It made a 
vigorous growth, there was a wealth of 
bloom. It should be popular anywhere. 
There will be plenty of seed available. 
Plant the seed where you want the bloom. 
The second winner of an award of 
merit is a new cornflower named Jubilee 
Gem. This was brought out by an Eng- 
lish seed firm in 1935 and given its name 
because of the jubilee for the late King 
George.

trial Conference Board call 
attention to a small but an-

The effect is to put farmers at a disadvantage as compared 
with city families—to make farming look less attractive than 
it actually is. 

“With income in kind”’—that is, food, fuel and rent— 
“valued at retail prices,” says the Board, “estimates of farm 
income are more nearly comparable with incomes of other 
workers.” And will compare favorably, too. 


INCREASES in winter wheat 
acreage —Why estimates of 1937 
yields are too optimistic—Prospects 
for spring wheat none too good — 
Reports from the staff of 1500 crop 
correspondents maintained jointly 
by Mr. Snow and the Farm Journal

1 ey Ip NATURALLY a large acre- 
YY i age has been seeded to winter 
a~=a_f grains—wheat and rye espe- 
cially. There are a number of reasons for 
this large acreage, and unless these are 
fully understood, we are likely to fall 
into the error of regarding early acreage 
as a safe index of probable final crop. 

This is the error that for the last three 
years has led the officials of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture into early 
forecasts of probable bumper wheat crops, 
only to finally realize that three crops in 
succession have failed to produce enough 
to supply our own domestic needs. 

We are again treated to another official 
suggestion of a crop that will give us a 
substantial surplus to be disposed of by 
the export route, the theory being 
grounded upon the known heavy in- 
crease in the winter wheat acreage. 

I am again unable to agree with this 
forecast. First, because I do not find that 
the acreage for grain comes near the ex- 
travagant figures that have been named; 
second, because I find that a very con- 
siderable part of the actual acreage was 
seeded for pasturage; and finally, because 
I find every evidence of a probable heavy 
abandonment of acreage as a result of 
winter-killing, or of failure of fall-sown 
wheat to properly establish itself before 
winter closed in. 


- Less Acreage Than Reported 
REGARD the claim of 16 million 
acres or more seeded in Kansas, for 

example, as considerably beyond the 
mark. In that state there has been an 
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increase in the northern and central 
counties, but the situation in the western 
third of the state is decidedly irregular. 
There are a few counties where there is 
a substantial increase in the seeded area, 
but there are many more counties where 
lack of cash, implements, power and land 
occupation have resulted in actual de- 
creases. 

Instead of 16 million or more of acres 
sown in Kansas, I doubt if it greatly ex- 
ceeds 15 million. 

Likewise on the North Pacific coast, 
by reason of absence of sufficient fall 
rains, the acreage of winter wheat in 
Oregon and Washington is materially 
decreased from that of last year. 

Nebraska and South Dakota are two 
more examples of failure to seed the pro- 
posed acreage because of continued un- 
favorable soil and moisture conditions. 

On the other hand, there is a large 
percentage of increase in lowa and Mis- 
souri, but the total when reduced to 
acres is small when compared with the 
wheat area of the other states named. 
The acreage increase in these two states 
represents wheat seeded upon land where 
the corn crop was early recognized as a 
complete failure, and here the increased 
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acreage will be carried to maturity unless 
severely damaged by winter killing. 


W heat for Pasture 
ys THE southwest, a very considerable 


part of the heavy increase in acreage 
represents land that was sown to wheat 
for the primary purpose of furnishing 
fall and spring pasturage to supplement 
deficient natural grass pasture. 

This motive was especially prominent 
in the increased seeding in Oklahoma, 
Kansas and the Texas panhandle, and 
this acreage will be finally utilized for 
grain production only if the season proves 
favorable, otherwise it will be abandoned 
to spring crops. 

To a moderate extent, the corn acreage 
east of the Missouri River, particularly 
in Iowa and Missouri, is likely to be 
decreased by reason of the increased area 
in wheat. 

It is already apparent that there will 
be a large abandonment of winter wheat 
acreage, Nebraska and Kansas and 
Oregon and Washington in particular 
reporting widespread failure to develop 
a fall growth sufficient to carry the plant 
through the winter. The reason for this 
failure is the same in these two widely 
separated districts—continued absence 
of fall rains. 


Rainfall Still Disappointing 

N THE southwest September brought 

generally a good moisture supply, 
but the two preceding months were ab- 
normally dry, while October and Novem- 
ber failed to produce more than a small 
fraction of normal rainfall. The Septem- 
ber moisture started germination, but 
only a few inches of surface soil was wet, 
and plant growth was checked or ceased 
entirely before the plant was ready for 
winter quarters. 

I have given in some detail the basis for 
my doubt as to the reported heavy in- 
crease in winter wheat seeding. In 
addition, all my information leads me to 
doubt the reports of a glowing crop start 
west of the Missouri River and on the 
North Pacific Coast. 

These reasons combine to lead me to 
the conclusion that we are again facing 
another below-normal wheat yield, and 
that in spite of the increased winter wheat 
acreage the total crop is not likely to 
exceed our domestic requirements by 
much if at all. 

The prospect for spring wheat, so far 
as that depends upon soil condition and 
moisture, is also very unsatisfactory. The 
Dakotas and eastern Montana have had 
far below normal rainfall since August 1, 
fall plowing is short of normal, and such 
conditions do not warrant optimism as 
to spring wheat possibilities.

No wonder the German and Italian and Japanese news- 
papers have been forbidden to print this tremendous news! It 
might give some slave a bright idea—and then off would go 
Herr Dictator’s head. 

The spectacle of a lot of mere members of Parliament giv- 
ing orders to a ruler turns the stomach of any ruler in one of 
the Great Slave States. It must bewilder many an American 
who has been brought up to believe in personal liberty. 
Shouldn’t a man have the right to marry the woman of his 
choice, even if he happens to be a king? This is the question 
King Edward VIII has been hurling at the British Cabinet. 
It had to be clearly answered. It was—abdication.

OR CENTURIES the English people have been fighting 

despots and political gangsters. Inch by inch they have 
beaten back these fellows, sometimes at terrible cost. Because 
they have paid so dearly for such freedom as they have won, 
they guard it far more jealously than other nations which 
have won it at less cost—as, for example, ourselves. They also 
detect threats to their liberty which would elude the eye and 
mind of less experienced fighters. 

Now, these English have an odd mental twist. They adore 
ritual, They worship pomp and circumstance. Oh, how they 
love a parade! They hate change if it is made brusquely, 
openly, and defiantly. 

This character trait led to one of the absurdest inventions in 
all political history. As fast as the English stripped a ruler of 
his real powers, they added something to his empty grandeur. 
Each time they licked him in court or on the battle field, they 
gave him a fresh uniform, a larger income, and another mag- 
nificent title. 

The House of Commons rules Great Britain. The Cabinet 
must carry out the will of the Commons or else resign. If it 


resigns, a general election is called; and the people themselves 
decide the issues at stake. 

Thus the ultimate power resides in the voters, where it 
should be. They do not govern, for it takes professionals to 
do that. But the British people select the professionals, and in 
the long run tell them what to do. 

They may tell the Commons to tell the Cabinet to allow the 
King five wives, and five wives he may legally have. They 
may cut the King’s income to a shilling a year, and if so he 
must live on that shilling. Actually they will do none of these 
things; but they can and will tell the King whether he shall 
marry Wally Simpson. 

The Cabinet may be wrong in forbidding Edward VIII to 
marry Wally Simpson. A geheral election might reverse this. 
But, just as long as the Cabinet is backed up by a substantial 
majority in Commons, there can be no general election. So the 
poor King must either obey or get out. He is, you see, a Rub- 
ber Stamp with legs. Not liking the prospect of that, all he 
could do was to walk off.

OW, WHY was Commons unwilling to give in to the 
King? Because it knows the deep truth of that old 
adage: “Give a man an inch, and he will take an ell.” 

England wants no more strong monarchs, especially not in 
a mad era when dictators all over Europe and Asia are turning 
back the clock of history and putting millions of wretches 
back into the fourteenth century. England watches with 
concern the first feeble outbursts of Mosley and his Fascists.

—— IMPORTANT changes 

will be made in the 1937 
Conservation program, which will be 
made public tomorrow. 

The regional set-up will be the same 
as in 1936, but modifications will be made 
so as to adapt the program more closely 
to the needs of the various regions. 

There will be more money available 
for soil-building practices, and the mini- 
mum payment per farm is raised from 
$10 to $20. Thus any »roducer, however 
smail, can count on earning not less 
than $20. 

« » 


IN 1936 the administrative expenses of 
the county associations were paid by the 
government in several of the regions, 
while in others the local expense was 
deducted from the payments to farmers. 

This year all local expense will be 
deducted from payments, which should 
have the effect of reducing administrative 
costs to a minimum. 

Allowances to fruit and 
growers for soil-building practices are in- 
creased. 

Farmers with large areas in permanent 
pasture will get a better break. 

Soil-depleting bases will conform to the 
1936 schedules, and the rates for soil- 
building will likewise be in line with 
those of 1936. 

Finally, a limit is to be set on corn- 
acreage in the north central region and 
in Kansas, the acreage allowed being 
slightly smaller than the total acreage of 


1936.

FULLY satisfied that farmers and the 


labor unions are more than ever in the 
saddle politically, Washington watches 
with interest the activities of the major 
farm organizations. New lines are being 
drawn, with the Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, most aggressive of all throughout 
the first phase of the New Deal, still the 
dominating organization, its voice as to 
new programs still the most potent. 
But changes have taken place, notably 
in the Farmers’ Union, and in the drive 
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for an effective and successful agricultural 
program, the Grange, which offered its 
customary moderate suggestions at its 
annual meeting in November, may hold 


the balance of power. 
« » 


IT MAY seem far-fetched to place the 
Grange in such a position, inasmuch as 
there are just four major farm. organiza- 
tions. The Farm Bureau is so strong, so 
determined, so close to the Administra- 
tion, however, that it stands alone. 

The Farmers’ Union, now turned 
away from its ultra-left influence, and the 
National Co-Operative Council, a very 
powerful organization so far as legislation 
is concerned, form a_ second. unit. 
Consequently the Grange, which has 
refrained from espousing any radical 
program, is in a strategic position, able, 
in no small measure, to throw a decisive 
weight either way. 

The Farmers’ Union and the National 
Co-Operative Council are both interested 
in a comprehensive co-operative program. 
Indeed, such a program is the Union’s 
chief aim at this time, since it ousted 
E. E. Kennedy as secretary-treasurer at 
Des Moines last month, and turned to the 
right, and the Council will be glad to 
welcome its support. 

The Farm Bureau Federation, on the 
other hand, still pins its hope and faith 
in production control, even to the extent 
of reviving the outlawed AAA. 


« » 


IN THIS developing picture, Washing- 
ton does not overlook the National Milk 
Producers’ Federation, which is one of 
the most influential and powerful farm 
organizations when it comes to writing 
legislation. 

This group is bitterly opposed to AAA 
production control, and to the reciprocal 
trade agreements, which will come in for 
much heated debate during the session 
of congress. 

It will oppose any attempt to extend 
the President’s powers to negotiate such 
treaties, and Washington expects that it

IT SHOULD be noted that last week 


Secretary Wallace won a major victory: 
a group of mid-western wheat producers, 
meeting under the chairmanship of 
M. W. Thatcher, who is to be the 
Farmers’ Union representative in Wash- 
ington, approved his crop insurance plan 
tor wheat. That means that some in- 





surance plan for this crop will emerge 
during 1937. 

Mr. Wallace now speaks of his plan 
as “yield insurance,” not crop insurance. 
He has changed it, too, to provide for 
payment in cash and not in kind as 
originally contemplated. 

The plan as now visualized calls for 
the farmer selling his entire wheat out- 
put in good years, and paying an in- 
surance premium in cash at the rate of 
the market price of the day of the trans- 
action. His premium would be the figure 
obtained by multiplying the per-bushel 
price by the number of bushels sold above 
his base allotment. 

The government would use this money 
to buy a like number of bushels of wheat 
for storage purposes. When the yield 
fell below normal, the farmer would sell 
his wheat as before and receive from the 
government a cash indemnity, which 
would be the market price of the day 
of sale for the amount of bushels he was 
short.

THE GREAT PLAINS wheat producers

Farm income is upped when a 
woodlot supplies fuel, posts, props 
and saw logs 


HOW much do you think the 

farm woodlot adds to your in- 

come? Did you ever try to fig- 
ure it out? 

There’s something of an answer in 
some figures I have seen that were com- 
piled recently on 20 acres of average farm 
woodland. 

The figures show that $160 worth of 
fuel wood, fence posts and lumber had 
been removed each year for approxi- 
mately 30 years. The only labor involved 
was the harvesting of the crop during the 
winter months. 

The net yearly income was $8 an acre. 
It is doubtful if any of the farmer’s other 
enterprises returned as much for the 
amount of labor involved. 


There Was a Reason! 


HIS farmer neither pastured his 

woodlot nor permitted it to be burned, 
and it is probable that this was largely 
the reason for his sizable returns. It was 
his practice each year to remove the dead, 
down, and crooked trees and permit the 
best to grow and develop for saw timber. 
His largest returns were from fuel wood. 








To get returns like that from farm 
woodland it is necessary to treat the wood- 
land as a crop. Two serious menaces to 
profitable timber production are grazing 
and burning. 

If fire is allowed to destroy the forest 
litter of leaves, twigs and partly decayed 
vegetable matter, the producing power of 
the soil and its water-holding capacity 
will be correspondingly reduced. 

Even brush should not be burned as 
it naturally decays within a few years 
and adds to the fertility of the soil, helps 
to protect young tree growth from too 
much wind and sun, and furnishes shel- 
ter and oftentimes nesting cover for vari- 
ous forms of wild life. 

When the woodland is heavily grazed, 
young tree growth is checked, because 
succulent shoots of young trees are eaten 
by livestock. 

In managing the woodlot, all trees 
should be removed with the idea of im- 
proving the growing conditions of the 
future crop. Young, straight, fast-grow- 
ing trees of the most desirable varieties 
should be left to produce a crop of logs 
for saw lumber. The forest floor should 
be kept shaded as much as possible so that 
seedlings will grow. Large, over-mature 
trees should be removed without making 
excessively large openings. 

Scattered large trees of good shape and 
desirable varieties should be left to pro- 
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duce seed and to furnish homes for wood- 
peckers and squirrels which are so bene- 
ficial to the general health of the forest. 
All openings or unforested areas should 
be planted to rapidly growing trees that 
will protect the soil, produce a quick crop 
of wood and improve the conditions for 
other underplantings or more valuable 
kinds of trees produced naturally. 


Be Careful of Young Stuff 
N CUTTING timber, be sure the 


young, straight trees and seedlings are 
not damaged. Remove logs from the 
woods in such manner that other trees are 
not damaged nor gullies started as a re- 
sult of dragging the logs continuously in 
one place. Place the butt end of the log 
on runners to keep it from making a 
ditch on steep hillsides. 

No area should be clear-cut on steep 
hillsides; only scattered trees should be 
taken out to prevent any possibility of 
erosion becoming critical. 

It is a wise practice to cut only in- 
ferior or dead trees for fuel. Thinning 
out the dead, diseased, crooked trees usu- 
ally supplies enough wood for fuel; and 
moreover, this thinning helps the re- 
maining growth.

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LAMBS 


ELF-FEEDING of lambs has been a pay- 
S ing proposition for Thomas and Sons, 
Scotts Bluff county, Nebraska, pioneers in 
this method of feeding a number of years 
ago. So successful have they been with their 
feeding operations that most of the lamb 


feeders in their community are following 
similar methods. 

Alfalfa hay, corn, oats, and barley are 
ground. Beet pulp is added and the mixture 


placed in self-feeders. Last winter 5,500 

lambs were fed. Gains of 40 pounds are 
I 

not uncommon. 


“Only difficulty with self-feeding,” states 
Everett Thomas, one of the sons, “is that 
occasionally our lambs get too fat before 


they have attained the desired growth.” 


@ The feeder lamb population in Wayne 
county, Ohio, is close to 25,000 head this 
winter. A few years ago there were only 
5,000 head. 

This rapid growth in winter lamb feed- 
ing ts pretty much result of a lamb feeders’ 


association, composed of 60 farmers. They 
pool their orders and send a man to Miles 
City, Montana, to buy the lambs direct from 
the producers for cash. 


Each feeder signs his name to a 30-day 
note, which provides money for the pur- 
chaser to use. After the lambs arrive, the 


feeder arranges better security. 
Alfalfa, corn, silage, and commercial pro- 
tein are the feeds used. The lambs are 


shipped to New York after a 90-day feeding 
period. These Wayne county folks get a 


feeding-in-transit rate from Montana to New 
York which is quite favorable to them. 
Each member of the association pays a 
fee of $1, plus 10 cents a lamb. Some of the 
feeders are potato growers who want alfalfa 
in their farm rotations, need manure, and 
like to have some farm work after potato 


TOMATOES 


T’S A long way to Ethiopia, but Mus- 
solini’s activities there brought extra dol- 
lars to a farm in Champaign county, Illi- 
nois, in 1936. Owing to the war, Italy was 
unable to send her sons and daughters in 
\merica their usual supply of canned Italian-

grown tomatoes. Olericulturists said the 
Italian tomatoes could not be grown in the 
Middle West. 

The need was great, however, and Leo 
Alagna, a truck grower, interested his neigh- 


bor, Bert Herriott. Together, from imported 
seed, they grew 15 acres. Despite the dry 
season, about 100 bushels an acre were ob- 
tained; also good profits. A larger acreage 
will be grown in the vicinity next year. 


@ Tomatoes have taken the place of cotton 
in the section around Yoakum, Texas. This 
section, up to ten years ago a one-crop sec- 
tion, grew just enough corn and feed for 
work stock. Then weather conditions, boll 


weevil and army worms cut the cotton crop 

down to less than cost of production. 
Progressive farmers, looking for a profit- 

able money crop, tried many but finally set- 


tled on tomatoes, with dairying, poultry and 
feedstuffs running second. 

So successful were tomatoes that Yoakum 
set aside one day a year to celebrate the 
tomato advent and each year they have a 
“Tomato Tom-Tom” celebration.

Rie years ago D. W. Burke, Harmony 
county, Texas, built terraces on a barren 
hillside that was so cut up with gullies he 
couldn’t raise anything on it. His corn 
crop in 1936 on this field averaged 26 
bushels. 

“Terraces kept a mertgage off my farm,” 
says Burke. 


@. Terraces to check erosion, plus sweet 
clover plowed under for green manure, are 
given credit by Frank Albers, Kingman 
county, Kansas, for an average yield of 24% 
bushels of wheat on 113 acres in 1936. 

The terraces were built in 1932 when, 
He intends to build more terraces. They are 
most efficient, he finds, when used in con- 
nection with strip cropping and contour 
farming. 


@ After farming terraced land in Kokomo 
county, Texas, for five years, Ben Wood got 
tired of point rows, thought the terraces 
were no good, and so tore them down and 
started running rows lengthwise of the field. 
He saw his mistake after the first hard 
rain, which made 20 gullies that became 
almost too big to handle before he could 
harvest crops and rebuild the terraces. 


@. Thirty-five years ago when J. C. Stroup 
was plowing on his farm in Henry county, 
Tennessee, the point of his plow struck the 
top of a big stone. 

Today that stone rises more than two feet 
above the surface of the surrounding field. 
It is not because the rock has risen, but 


because the top soil has washed away. That’s | 


what erosion can do. 


@ What erosion can do is illustrated on a 
farm near Coffeyville, Kansas, where a gang 
plow left standing in a field eight years ago 
is now covered with soil from a hillside, so 
that only the seat and tips of the levers show 
above the surface of the ground.

Galvanized Metal Roofs 


Before the now common and accepted 
practice of insulating poultry houses, metal 
roofing was tabooed because without in- 
sulation it made the house too hot in sum- 
mer and too cold in winter. Also because 
of moisture condensing on the underside of 
the roof during cold weather, the metal 
corroded on the underside and the dripping 
water caused damp litter. 


With proper insulation these objections | 


no longer apply. Consequently, galvanized 
sheet metal roofing has been used on many 
of the newer poultry houses and in the near 
future it promises competition with the other 
types of roofing material. 

Galvanized sheet metal roofing has the 
advantages of being more proof against leak- 
age, more durable (if you get a heavy metal, 
adequately covered with zinc), less expen- 
sive to maintain. When galvanized or cov- 


| ered with aluminum paint, metal roofs re- 





flect much of the summer heat that would 
be absorbed by a dark colored roof. 

The standing seam is preferable to the 
corrugated roofing for moderate or low 
pitched roofs, and especially is it well 
adapted for shed roofs to put over roll or 
built-up roofing. The metal roofing can 
also be used to advantage for range shelters. 

The severe winter of 1935-1936 and the 
abnormally high temperatures experienced 
during the following summer have greatly

California—Fyes of agri- 
atl culture are on the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation 
which is opening its 18th annual con- 
vention in Pasadena, today, December 9.

Ohio, Michigan and Wisconsin, lack of 
killing frosts prolonged the growing sea- 
son so that the immature potatoes were 
frozen in the ground when cold weather 
The Maine crop suffered from 
late blight. Many Idaho potatoes, due to 
early frosts, developed jelly-end rot. 

Normally in November and December 
the potato market is dull. Stronger mar- 
kets now indicate that dealers feel the 
heavy shrink has cut supplies for the 
next six months.

Every single year from 1880 unul 1936, 
the club has operated. All the original 12 
members are now dead, but as each place 
became vacant, another farmer was ready 
for it. 

This was the first club of this kind to be 
set up in this part of Tennessee. Other clubs 
have been organized since then, but have 
not had such a continuous record, nor have 
the members been so active as in this one 
at Milton. 

Roy Byrn, a progressive business man of 
Murfreesboro, Tenn., was the youngster who 
drew the name of the first member to fur- 
nish the beef to be slaughtered. His father 
was one of the original 12 members. 

@ Writes Louis A. Chipera, Winneshiek 
county, Iowa: “I own a corn sheller that has 
been used constantly for the last 55 years 
without a single cent of repairing whatever. 

“The corn sheller was purchased by my 
grandfather, Thomas Chipera, 55 years ago, 
and was used by him every month every 
year for 25 years. My grandfather retired 
and my father, Mike W. Chipera, took over 
the farm and used the machine constantly 
every year for 20 years.

“Ten years ago when father died I took 
over the farm and used the sheller with com- 
plete satisfaction for ten years. 

“It is estimated the machine has shelled 
several hundred thousand bushels of corn. 
It is still in good running order.” 


@ Remember the old _ hand-feed horse- 
power threshers? Farmers came for miles 
to see one in operation at the Pipestone 
County Fair, Minnesota. Eleven horses fur- 
nished the power to run the old 32-inch cyl- 
inder machine, which had none of the mod- 
ern improvements. 

This machine rolled out of the factory at 

Racine 65 years ago. It was used every year 
by the original buyer, Steve Iverson, of 
Iowa, until 1935, then sold to a Minnesota 
resident. It cost $780 when new, and earned 
$40,000 for the original owner. 
@ Fifty years of service to the dairy indus- 
try enutles you to membership in the ‘Fifty 
Year Club.” Dairy manufacturers started 
this innovation at their annual conference at 
Champaign, Illinois, in November. 

Leading candidate for membership was 
Fred W. Holmes, Manteno, Illinois, pioneer 
dairyman who brought the first cream sep- 
arator to Kankakee county in 1891. 


@ It’s an old trick, dying white hair black 
to conceal the age of horses. The Georgia 
Court of Appeals, in a case revolving around 
this trick, has granted a non-suit in the ac- 
tion of A. L. Yeomans to recover a $200 
mule. He claimed that the animal he got 
in trade began to “fade” several days after 
the trade. Its hair had been dyed. 

“The mule was 25 years old instead of 
seven, was wind broken, and suffered from 
an incurable disease from which it died soon 
after the trade,” said Yeomans. 


@ Hardy McCormack, Jefferson county, 
Missouri, lives comfortably in a brick farm 
house his grandfather built 100 years ago 
last April. 

The use of brick in this house, the first 
brick house built in Jefferson county, was 
the result of a suggestion by a traveler who 
stopped overnight at the McCormacks’ log 
house and was told a new house was being 
considered. Brick clay was found 18 inches 
below the black soil in a corn field. Bricks 
were hand molded and sun dried; beams, 
hand hewn; finishing lumber hauled 45 
miles by ox cart. 

House has basement, four rooms on main 
floor and two above, reached by separate 
stairs, and six fireplaces. 
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POTATOES 


HE best potato yarn (and true, mind 
you) of 1936 revolves around the 160- 
acre farm of Frank Roark, Scott City, Kan- 
sas. He sold the farm and agreed to take 
24,000 sacks of potatoes in payment. He 
will get 2,400 sacks each year for ten years. 


@ In variety trials in western New York 
last summer, the early Chippewa proved 
itself one of the best kinds. Golden did 
not stand the hot, dry weather as well as 
others. Silver Scott compared favorably 
with Chippewas and Cobblers. 

Among the late kinds, Rurals and Russet 
Rurals were leaders. The trials, conducted 
by the farm bureau, were conducted on 
the farm of Louis Jones, Cattaraugus county. 


@ With an acre yield of 743.3 bushels, 
Bert Haigler, Monte Vista, Colorado, topped 
all other Rio Grande county growers in the 
600-Bushel Potato Club. 

Sheep and alfalfa contribute to his suc- 
cess. His 60-acre potato field had been in 
alfalfa for eight years before it was put 
into spuds in 1936. The alfalfa was turned 
under four inches in fall of 1935. The fol- 
lowing spring he put on 20 loads of sheep 
manure .to the acre, plowed the ground 
ten. inches deep, then chiseled it 16 inches 
deep. The crop was row irrigated four 
times; the last time the water ran for five 
days and nights. 

Certified seed, disinfected before planting, 
was used—1,800 pounds per acre. Heavy 
planting? So was the yield. 


Certified Seed 


ROWERS of certified seed can meas- 

ure their own yields by the record of 
O. F. Walker, Antrim county, Michigan, 
who produced 1,513 bushels on six acres. 
When graded out, there were 1,238 bushels 
of No. 1 seed stock measuring one and 
seven-eighth inches in diameter and not 
over ten ounces in weight. 

Walker usually puts potatoes on sweet 
clover or alfalfa ground, plants early (late 
May), four inches deep, and uses 25 bushels 
of seed per acre. He uses 500 pounds of 
commercial fertilizer per acre, sprays seven 
times. When cultivated the last time, he 
ridges the rows one inch to prevent sun 
scald and frost damage. 


@. To evade extreme heat at potato digging 


time last summer when the Orrick potato 
district of western Missouri found itself in 
the midst of one of its worst droughts, 


Victor N. Remley installed a system of 
electric lights in his fields and on his ma- 
chines, and dug his potatoes at night. Pick- 
ers reported about 9 o’clock and worked 
until sunrise. 


@ Two Maine growers, Ray Prescott of 
Island Falls and Andrew Porter of Sherman, 
placed the first orders this year for a new 
type of potato barrel, shorter and slightly 
larger than the standard barrel. The new 
barrel, 20 inches in diameter and 28 inches 
deep, is used with a specially designed pick- 
ing basket 17 inches across and 13 inches 
from handle to bottom. 

Trials indicate that the new barrel causes 
less bruising of the tubers. Straps fastened 
to the bottom of the new woven basket 
make it possible to lower it into the barrel, 
then dump the contents without dropping.

ALTHOUGH Id be the last to 
admit my ham tastes like rubber, 
still I have found numerous 
ways of “stretching” it to give meals a 
meaty taste without being extravagant. 

Tomatoes, tart apples and pineapple 
are all natural team mates for ham. Ham 
being very flavorsome combines well with 
“flatter” foods such as potatoes, corn and 
rice. In fact it is these cheaper foods com- 
bined with ham which stretch it out of 
the luxury class. 

For the first meal with ham we must 
have scalloped potatoes. For enough for 
five people slice eight or nine potatoes 
and one onion into a casserole. On top 
place five or six (an extra for Dad) slices 
of ham which have some fat left on them. 
Season with salt and pepper, but make 
allowance for the saltiness of the ham. 
Add two cups hot water, cover and bake 
in a hot oven about 50 minutes. Add one 
cup rich milk or cream and without the 
cover then bake another twenty minutes 
until nicely brown. This method prevents 
the milk boiling all over the oven and 
also curdling, as so often happens. 

Five more slices of ham are used for 
another of our favorite supper dishes. 
Fried Ham and Apples. 

Fry the ham, remove to a hot plate 








and add to the 
grease, one quart 
of tart apples 
sliced but not 
peeled. Stir as lit- 
tle as possible, as 
the slices should 
retain their shape. 
When tender add 





% cup brown 
sugar. Serve on a 
platter with ham. 

One thick slice goes into the making 
of Ham and Tomato. Put the slice of 
ham into a baking dish, add one large 
onion sliced and one quart can of to- 
matoes. Bake slowly for two or three 
hours and serve with mealy baked pota- 
toes for a perfect winter meal. 

After the middle slices have been used 
simmer the ham slowly til tender, or 
about six hours, or better still cook it in 
the pressure cooker. Grind the meat and 
place in a cold spot until needed. Some 
of the ham liquor and the bone will make 
delicious split pea soup using one point 
of split peas. Soak the peas over night, 
drain and cook in the ham liquor with 
an onion, till tender. For this amount of 
peas probably two quarts of liquor will 
be enough as it wants to be boiled down 
thick when done. Add two cups of rich 
milk and season with a little parsley, 
thyme and pepper. 

The following recipes all use the 
ground ham as their main ingredient. 
These, as well as all previous recipes pro- 
vide for hearty servings for five. 


Ham Relish 


2 cups milk 
2 slices bread 
sausage seasoning 


2 eggs 


2 cups chopped ham

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Keeping Well 
The Diabetic’s Feet

IABETES from

Rarely Occurs With Young 

HIS complication rarely occurs in the 

young diabetic and is brought about by 
an arteriosclerosis usually after one is fifty. 
The older the diabetic therefore, the greater 
care he must take to avoid this and experi- 
ence shows that gangrene and other skin 
infections rarely occur when due concern is 
taken for their prevention. It is important to 
know that gangrene does not suddenly hap- 
pen, it is the culmination of a long slow 
process in which the circulation becomes 
impaired. Cold feet, numbness, twitching, 
boring pains in the legs and feet are all signs 
of deficient circulation and point their warn- 
ing far in advance of trouble to come. 

The care of the feet here becomes of the 
utmost importance. It has often been said 
that if people bathed their feet as often as 
they do the face, infections of the feet would 
be rare. To stimulate the circulation and 
keep the feet soft and pliable, they should 
be bathed every day in warm water and 
soap, thoroughly dried and rubbed with 
lanolin. To treat corns, only the file should 
be used and if one goes to a chiropodist it 
is imperative that he should be told of the 
diabetic condition. Tight shoes must be 
avoided and wool socks are preferable. 

At night bed socks are preferable to hot 
water bottle or electric pad. For the diabetic 
any abrasion of the skin no matter how in- 
significant it seems, is dangerous. It should 
be immediately treated with medicated alco- 
hol and covered with a sterile dressing. If 
signs of inflammation appear a doctor is to 
be consulted at once. The well cared for 
diabetic who keeps his sugar under control 
and makes a habit of the preventive meas- 
ures outlined is powerfully armed against 
the hazard of -external infections.

Mr. Thatcher, at present, is Washington 
representative of the Farmers’ National 
Grain Corporation. He helped form that co- 
operative group in the old Farm Board days, 
finally sold his Farmers’ Union Terminal 
\ssociation of St. Paul to it, and later came 
o Washington as its representative. 

As first set up, the Farmers’ National | 
Grain Corporation was pretty much a | 
Farmers’ Union affair. C. E. Huff, at one 
ime president of the Union, still is the 
Corporation’s directing head. Under the 
Union’s new position, Mr. Thatcher doubt- | 
less will be an influential man on Capitol | 
Hill and at the Department of Agriculture. | 

The point is this: the Farmers’ Grain Cor- | 
poration wants to control the warehousing 
and marketing of wheat under the “yield in- 
surance” and ever-normal granary plan.

Its expense will be heavy. 

The success or failure of the program is 
agriculture’s concern, since everyone will 
help to foot the bill. Should it be successful 
after experience has indicated the best lines 
of attack, a sharp decrease in what is now 
a bewildering variety of miscellaneous ex- 
penditures for the relief of the unemployed 
and aged may be anticipated. 

For the purpose of the law—aside from 
its humane objectives—is to coordinate and 
regularize the control of these problems, and 
to provide a better way of meeting social 
burdens which must in any case be met. 

But should the present expenditures for 
the aged and unemployed in other ways be 
not reduced, what then of the Security Act? 
No Napoleon of finance need be called upon 
to supply the answer.
